The most magnificent display of 


the aurora borealis or 
"northern 


lights" remembered in this part of 
the country, appeared on Saturday 
night. The spectacle began almost 
as soon as darkness came on and 
continued untiPlate in the night. 
The entire heavens, even to Ihe 
southern horizon, were 
covereift 


Successive waves 
of 
lurid 
light 


swept up to the zenith and lhe play 
of the light was unusual and ex- 
tremely beautiful at times. 


The aurora, which also appears 
in the southern hemisphere 
and 


should be called the "polar lights", 
appears to be an electric discharge 
connected with magnetic disturb 
ance, says the International cyclo- 
pedia. The Intimate connection ex- 
isting between the aurora and the 
magnetism of the earth is 
shown 
by various facts. During the oc- 
currence of the phenomenon 
lhe 


magnetic needle appears much dis- 
turbed, sometimes deviating several 
degrees from its normal position 
and appearing io be most 
affected 


when the aurora is brightest. The 
noise lhat is alleged to accompany 
the aurora in high latitudes would 
indicate for it a comparatively mod- 
erate height. Some of those who 
have heard it compare il to the 
noise that is produced by rolling 
one piece of silk upon another and 
others lo lhe sound of (he wind 
lowing against the flame of a can- 
ble. In Siberia, it is related 
that 
this noise sometimes resembles thit 
attending the discharge of fireworks 
and that the dogs of the 
hunters, 
when overtaken by such an aurora, 
lay themselves with terror on the 
ground. 


The height of the aurora has been 
calculated at a maximum of 600 
miles. It occurs a I various heights 
but is now generally admitted that 
it seldom occurs more than ninety 
miles aboTe the earth's surface.

Fcod Shortage and Suspension 


Of Labor Would Follow 


Walk-Out 


-Should the nation \\idc railroad 
strike begin next Monday, as sched- 
uled, a number of railroad nu-n in 
Hlunelar.der, employes of the North 
Western and Soo lines, will be af- 
fected. No I only men in the train 
service but those in nearly every 
hranch of the 
railroad business 


and other induslries will feel the 
strike. 
Witfi no trains in opera- 


tion there will 
be no 
shipping, 


switch crews will not be necessary, 
and there will probably be reduc- 
tions 
in 
all 
departments. While 
strike breakers may be engaged to 
take the places eif the strikers it is 
believed that, their number will be 
small, which combined with their 
lack of experience, will 
not 
be 


of much aid in relieving the situa- 
tion. 


Should the strike extend for any 


length of time, and present indica- 
tions art- that ii \vill not reach an 
early settlement, it may be neces- 
sary fur manufacturing plants 
in 


this city, as 
well 
as 
tlsewhcre 


throughout UK- counlry, lo suspend 
operations. With no means of ship 
ping their product, mill and fac- 
tory owners may-fiml it the most 
logical and

course to 
close business temporarily.

shortage in stable provisions

This, it is feared, will cause an in-

While 
goods 


may be conveyed by express 
and 


parcel post, sufficient quantities.can 
not be obtained this way lo proper- 
ly supply the demand. Even this 
method of shipping may be impos- 
sible as il is intimated that 
the 


slrike will extend to the mail, ex- 
press and passenger service. 


Altogether the railroad strike will 
result in deplorable conditions prac- 
tically affecling people in every vo- 
cation. That lhe walk-out will sure- 
ly lake place Monday is athe opin- 
ion of Rhinelander railroad men. 
Labor Day was agreed upon as 


lhe time for the tentative railroad 
strike order to become operalive, 
after careful consideralion of sev- 
eral dates, it is said. It finally was 
chosen because of lhe belief lhat a 
demonstration by 2,000,000 or more 
union men who will march in the 
parades in behalf of the brother- 
hoods would have the effect 
of 
winning much public support to 
the cause.
